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The academic year 1939-40 has been an important 
one in the annals of the Sir George Williams College. The 
demends made upon the College have been sufficient to tax to 
capacity its resouces of equipment and personnel. Growth 
and expansion have continued, numbers have increased, staff 
enlarged, recognition widened. 

The College has been called upon to play an important and 
active part in the military work of the Young Men's Christian 
Association. Through the Military Services Sub-cormittee on 
Education, during the past eight months scldiers have been 
given instruction in many academic and vocational subjects. 
Attendance at these classes has totalled some 10,000 student 
hours since the beginning of the academic year, and has 
involved the part-tixe services of twenty-two teachers. 

Few people, even among the student body, realize 
the extent of the activities of the College as a whole. We 
are accustomed to thinking of it as a small College—yet there 
were, at the close of the academic year, 2083 individual 
students enrolled in its various units, and the 38 rooms of 
the College plant were in constant use from 9:00 o'clock in 
the morning until after 10:00 o'clock at night. Registration 
in the five separate units of the College during the year was

The Faculty of Arts, Science and Corzerce, which 
has recorded the most phenomenal growth in the decade since its 
inauguration, has a tendency to be considered the most imoortant, 
as it is the largest, unit in the College. For purposes of its 
curriculum some 1400 volumes were added te the College Library 
during the year ~ and some 45 of the 90 mexbers of the instructiohal 
staff of the College as a whole are related to its classes. Tet 
the importance of the Evening High School, the Evening Elementary 
School, the School of Art and the Business School must not be 
everlooked. The Business School of the College, in its Day 
Division, made remarkable improvements in both curriculum and 
method, following an extensive study of this type of vocational 
education in all its phases. This process is being continued. 
Some indication of the volume of work in the College is given

There is a friendly and 
cooperative spirit abroad in the College which cannot be over- 
estimated as an environment for the social and intellectual 


development of young men and women. It is to be hoped that 
increasing numbers may do nothing to jeopardize this relationship.
